2. On instructions from the Soviet authorities in Austria, the Austrian Commnist 
Party transforred groups of ardent Commnists to the Soviet Zone of Germany; 
many of these were scheduled for temporary duty in the German police foree of 
the eastern zone. The first group of about 140 activists, each selected solely 
on the strangth of a recommendation by a Communist Central Committee menber, 
were sent to Germany by way of Czechoslovakia. The entire sroup was from the 
Vienna Corrmnist Béezirk-Selction at Alsercrund (Vienna IK). The group left 
Vienna in small groups and was to be reassembled in Czechoslovakia, The mode 
of travel of the grouns is unknown. All had Soviet travel permits, The second 
froup was expected to leave in late September and was to be corprised of:aoph 
150 Austrian Communist Farty nembars of the Vienna XXI Bozirk<Sektion. 
Communist ‘Central Cormittee supervised the organization and transport. 
Comment: Such large numbers from single Bezirke appear hichly improbable.

1948. Wis rode of travel is unimown. Ne had Soviet travel clearance but 
carried no Austrian travel permit, Bafore his departure, he told an acquaintance 
that he whild return in about eisht days. C. t Fels-Marpulies ws 
seen in public in Vienna on 1% September 1948. 
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
